half million East German 
youngsters played and cheer- 
ed in Berlin's Soviet sector 
tonight in the greatest ideo- 
logical spectacle here since 
Adolf Hitler. The climax to 
the show comes tomorrow in 
a Whitsuntide parade. 


Walter Ulbricht, East German 


deputy premier and Communist 
strongman, rejected flatly yester- 
day's proposal by the Western 
allies that nation-wide free elec- 
tions be held to unify Germany. 
Instead in a speech he demanded 
that American and British occupa- 
tion forces withdraw from Ger- 
many.

Unwilling Yontlis

BERLIN. May 27—(£>)—Flights 


by East Germans into West Berlin 
plagued the Communist bosses of 
East Germany tonight. 


Staging the biggest youth dem- 


onstration here since the Hitler 
era, the Communists found some 
of their unwilling followers were 
slipping away from them in in- 
creasing numbers to the freedom 
of allied-occupied West Berlin.

The 
underground 
filtration 


plant, and the associated drainage 
and pressure lines are the vital 
heart of a swimming pool, bu1 
since they are located out of sight, 
seldom are noticed by any but the 
management of a pool. 


'In both of the new swimming 


pools the filtration equipment is 
of the latest type, and meets the 
most rigid 
requirements of the 


State Board of Health. In older 
pools the "fill and drain" princi- 
ple was xised. 
This meant that 


until the water was drained that 
what water was in the pool be- 
came dirtier and dirtier with each 
successive day of use. The "con- 
tinuous circulation" principle is 
comparatively recent and in same 
uses the same water over and 
over running it through purifica- 
tion equipment of the same basic 
principle as is used in our city 
water works. • 


The filtration equipment of both 


pools is designed to circulate 
through the filters three times 
daily all of the water in the pools, 
and at the completion of the fil- 
tration process the water* deliv- 
ered back into the pool is as pure 
as the water we drink. 


Chemically Treated 
The pool filters are of the pres- 


sure filter type, in which the wa- 
ter is pumped from the pool into 
pressure sand and gravel filters. 
Appfoved chemical processes are 
used simultaneously with the fil- 
tration to kill all bacteria and re- 
move all sediment from the water. 


A series of valves enables the 


operator to control the flow o: 
water both from and into the 
pool, and the system is so set up 
that the operator can divert a 
larger or smaller portion of the 
filtered water to the part, of the 
pool in which the largest swim- 
mer load is collected. The pres- 
sure at the delivery jets or ven- 
turi is strong enough that at night 
with the underwater lights lit, 
that the flow of fresh water can 
be traced to the center of the 
pool. 


Other valves and parts of the 


system 
enable 
the operator to 


partially or completely empty or 
fill the pool, add chemicals, read 
the orfice pressures of the jets, 
and the relative suction and dis- 
charge pressures of the filters. A 
small chemical laboratory is op- 
erated in connection avith the sys- 
tem so that the operator can keep 
an accurate check on the chemi- 
cals needed, and added to the 
water for complete purification. 


Sub-Soil Drainage 
Permanently hidden from view, 


but very important to the long life 
of a swimming pool, is the under- 
ground sub-soil drainage system. 
Under the Sedalia pools and con- 
courses lies a veritable maze of 
subsoil 
drainage pipe and tile. 


Above this is a layer of gravel 
and sand upon which the con- 
crete of the pools was poured. 


Contrary to the popular belief 


it is not the water in a pool that 
causes a pool to crack, but the 
water OUTSIDE the pool. 
This 


sub-soil drainage system is placed 
to remove outside moisture so that

(NBA)—rFor the first time in war 
or peace we proved in exercise 
Swarmer that an airhead can be 
established in an area completely 
surrounded by hostile forces and 
then continuously re-supplied over 
a long, protracted period through 
the air. 


The strategy of any future war 


will be colored by the principles 
we learned at Swarmer. The use 
of 60,000 troops and 600 airplanes 
and months of advance planning 
for the maneuver were justified 
I feel, by the lessons we were 
taught from it. 


We got a new insight into the 


morale and ingenuity of the sol- 
dier in the field. The extreme in- 
terest and enthusiasm of every 
person who participated was one 
of the big surprises. 


For example, shortly after the 


airlift got underway, it looked as 
if we were dangerously short ot 
gasoline. Too many vehicles had 
been moved in ahead of the gas 
supply, on paper at least. 
An 


emergency check in the field, how- 
ever, showed everything rolling 
smoothly, with no apparent gaso- 
line shortage. It turned put that 
the troops themselves had planned 
a little better than we had at the 
top. 


Apparently every man in charge 


of a jeep or truck had put in just 
» little extra gas, over the offi- 
cially specified amount. This saved 
what could have been a very bad 
situation. 


The problem of enough water 


lor th« troops also looked as if i' 
might have become serious at first 
It was planned that the men 
would get most of the water from 
the land. However, an extreme 
drought condition had dried up 
most 
of 
the 
smaller ' streams 


Again the troops themselves came 
through by setting up emergency 
water points and even gettin 
some from nearby gasoline sta 
tions, which was lair in th 
manuever. 


Plenty of food and ammunition 


was kept coming in all of the time 
to supply the troops adequately 
We never did get in enough heavy 
vehicle* but we got along in spite 
ot that.

Before the maneuver we had 


trained a group of jet pilots as 
paratroopers. Their job was to 
jump in with-, the troops and then 
to direct the fighter support over- 
head to targets on the ground 
These forward air controllers, as 
they are called, worked out very

ground support by fighter bombers 


The only really new,

piece of equipment we used was 
the Fairchild cargo plane, the 
C-119. They did the same job 
that the LSTs did in the last war 
in carrying troops and supplies, 
and proved themselves equally as 
dependable.

Crossroads Comment

Here we go again. 
Today is Childrens* Day in' Berlin. The frus- 


trated Reds ate following an age old device 
to stir up emotionalism, and fanaticism for their 
cause. Turn it into a crusade! Hitler tried it 
and Stalin has inherited some ot his Nazi off- 
spring to stir up trouble again. 


Hundreds of thousands of children from 8 


years on through high school age are expected 
to "march" today, to demonstrate solidarity 
inspired by their Nazi arid Red training. 


If anything happens to these kids whom the 


west Geimans are supposed to restrain from 
entering their area, look out. It is difficult to 
believe nothing will "happen." 


So here again we have children being stirred 


up by Soviet adults who have been frustrated 
in. their .ambitious plans to fceep moving west. 


It's an oft repeated story in history, east and 


west in never-ending conflict. 


"When the Crusades began, bogging down the 


latter part of the 11th C-entury, ail of a sudden 
children started on the march to Jerusalem. 
A young fellow led an army of youths to 
southern France where they ultimately became 
dispersed and were sold into slavery. A German 
youth led another army of 20,000 kids to "un- 
known fates. But these shameful episodes played 
into the hands of the adults who wanted to 
keep the- wars going. There were four more 
»dult crusade* stimulated thereafter over a 
period of almost 80 years. 


Altogether there were eight crusades from 


1 1096 to 1291. A condensed version of them make 
good reading for a quiet Sunday afternoon. So 
drag out your Encyclopedia Britannica and catch5 
a glimpse of how fanatical, blood-thirsty and 
crazy our ancestors were; then compare how 
much our technique has improved in these 
"civilized" days of the 20th Century.
